Dr. Stevenson is a great ad- 
vocate of the theory that pa- 
tronage of the arts is highly 
compatible with specialized 
and highly technical profes- 
sions. 

“It all boils down to the 
old cliche of the ‘well-rounded 
individual’,’ Dr. Stevenson ex- 
plained. 

“It isn’t necessary to limit 
your interests to science— 
in fact you can’t be a good 

scientist unless you are a 

well-rounded person. This is 
especially true in the field 

of medicine, where it is 
necessary to deal so closely | 
with people,” ne continued. 

This statement is well borne | -—— 
out by the fact that a great 
number of doctors practice art 
as a hobby, as proved by the 
thousands of entries in the re- 
cent A.P.A.A. show. 

The paintings were judged 
professional art critics.

Sequoia District 
Hearing Set on 
Record Budget 


Sequoia High School Dis- 
trict trustees Have set Aug. 5 
as date for public hearing on 
a proposed $7,786,154 budget | 
for the new fiscal year. 

In spite of the fact that it 
is more than $1,300,000 greater 
than the budget of the year 
just drawn to a close, admin- 
istrators ‘Said in submitting 
the proposal, new tax valua- 
tions and a raise in state allo- 
cations will make it possible 
for the district to finance it 
without raising the rate from 
its present $1.50 per $100 
assessed valuation. 

District Business Manager 
Dee Sanford submitted the| 
budget proposal, but said it! 
was not firm. Assessed valu- 
ation of property in the dis- 
trict is currently estimated at 
$300,000,000, ‘but this will be 
revised When new figures are 
made available by the county 


assessor’s Office, he said. 


At the same time, Gerfen 
noted that the average daily 
census at the hospital will 
have to be raised from 205 to 
207, if the revenue from pati- 
ents for the coming year is to 
be raised to $3,245,364.

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As We See It: 


Community Needs Assurance 
Of Safety of Children 


Last week, a 5-year-old Menlo Park girl was criminally 
assaulted in a public park. 

The word “criminally” is advisedly used; though the 
act was committed by a man whose grasp of reality and 
normal values is admittedly tenuous, nothing can make 
the attack any less sordid and anti-social than it was. 


At the same time, we have the words of the admin- 
istrators at the Menlo Park Veterans “hospital: A cer- 
tain amount of freedom is good treatment, they say, 
for mental disease. And this statement has a ring of 
truth in it, for who of us likes confinement? 

The case, hospital administrators are quick to point 
out, is an exceptional one. Staffers agree that nothing 
like it has happened for many years, at least for the past 
15 years and possibly for the entire history of the facility, 
which was established in 1918. 

This is commendable, but it’s not an answer designed 
to lessen the fears of parents of small children in the area. 
If a mistake which allowed a 25-year-old man with a history 
of sex offenses his freedom in a highly populated area is 
made once, it can be made again. At least, it’s reasonable 
for neighbors of the hospital to think so. 

“More vigorous screening” of patients to weed out 
those with similar criminal proclivities has been suggested 
as a preventative of future attacks of this kind. 

We seriously doubt that anyone on the hospital staff 
has been lax; we think a man who turned from a docile, 
quiet individual into a sort of rampaging fiend in the space 
of an hour could easily have fooled most people as to his 
innocuousness, including his doctors. 


Further, it should be recognized that there’s no 
real guarantee that we, the members of the public, 
are “outsiders looking in.” If a person has a mind, 
there exists the possibility that it can become disor- 
dered; the fact that there are more occupied beds in 
mental hospitals than in hospitals for physical ills 
should indicate that if we adopt a “lock “em up and for- 
get em’ attitude, we may be helping to build a barrier 
of sentiment which may, sometime, he locked against 
ourselves. 
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But meanwhile, a 5-year-old girl has suffered an ex- 
perience which no individual of any age ought to go 
through. 

We don't presume to know, but we suggest the possi- 
bility that some mental scars might have been left. 

It’s a problem, the solution of which will not be found 
in a scapegoat hunt, in recriminations against a sick man, or 
in head-in-the-sand suggestions to “lock our problems out 
of sight, then they won't exist any more.” 

But regardless of rational weighing of values that 
finds there is right on both sides, one fact remains: 

A helpless child has suffered possibly irreparable 
harm as direct result of policies at the local veterans’ 
facility. 

Such policies may be “the best thing” for the inmates 
there. 

But the safety and welfare of the community demand 
that changes be made 
another incident to underscore the need for action, Such 


immediately — without waiting for 


another incident could oceur at any time tomorrow or 15 
years from now — but the frequency or intrequency makes 
no difference to the victim of such an attack. 

Until such time as a Jong-terim solution of the problem 
of opposing values is found, the rights of the majority must 
be protected. This calls for immediate tightening of control 
at the veterans’ hospital.

Although used paper handkerchiefs and towels are of 
dubious value, we're sure,that if cloth ones can be kept 
inside an auto for the duration of a motor trip, so can the 
less permanent ones.

Menlo Park city council last 
week granted pay increases to 
the city’s employees, thus en- 
hancing the possibility that 
the public employees’ “turn- 
over record” will continue to 
be better than that of most 
private industries or other 
public agencies in the area, 

3usinesses in general—and 
that includes municipal-type 
agencies usually expect an 
employee turnover of about 
25 per cent each year. 

In Menlo Park, employee 
turnover, according to City 
Manager John R. Johnson, ts 
somewhere between 15 and 20 
per cent. 

This is important to the tax- 


payers; it results in savings in 
that new men don’t have to 
be trained as often as would 
be nece y if the turnover 
was higher. 

Nobody likes to do the 
same job for less money 


than his fellow workers do; 
hence maintenance of an 
salary schedule which is on 
a par with, or better than, 
those of neighboring cities, 
is important, jsut beyond 
this there has heen devel 
oped a fairly systematic pro 
gram for keeping employees 
happy. 

As far as 
water department workers are 
concerned, Johnson explains, 
this means adding variety to 
jobs which could become tedi 
cus if they were the only 
things a man did. 

For example, parks depart 
ment workers aid members of 
the street department, when 
ever there’s a demand; street, 
department workers in turn 
help parks department work

Thus, the city’s personnel 
board and city administrators 
are pretty careful in screen- 
ing applicants for city jobs. 

There are written examina- 
tions for applicants for most 
jobs, Johnson says, and even 
laborers have to face an oral 
examination before they're 
put on the city payroll, 

For clerical jobs and for 
police work, the city uses ex- 
aminations purchased from 
“test writing’ companies. 
These are standard, and allow 
comparisons not only with 
other applicants for the same 
job, but allow the city to com- 


pare the caliber of its appli- 
eants with those of other 
cities, 


In the case of advancement 
in the police department, for 
jobs above those*of patrohmen, 
the city usually produces its 
own test, so that knowledge of 
Menlo Park pe- 
euliar problems will weighs in 
the results. 

This gives officers confi 
dence that they can advance 
in the ranks of their own de 
partment; if makes it harder 
for a “floater” of wide experi- 
nee but less demonstrated sta- 
bility from getting top jobs. 

The attractions of variety 
on the job and reasonable 
assurance of advancement in 
the ranks are pretty intan- 
gible job attractions, but 
they weigh in the decisions 
of many workers to make a 
career with the city, John- 
son declares 

Besides these, there are the 
tangible benefits. 

There’s the pay, of course. 

There’s a sound health and 
pension plan, the latter being 
the same as that adopted for 
state employees. 

Workers are 
days sick leave a year, cumu- 
lative at the rate of six days 
a year to a total of 90 days. 

Two weeks’ paid vacation a 
year are the rule for workers 
who have been with the city 
less than 15 years; after that, 
they get three weeks’ paid 
vacation. 

There are a total of 11 paid 
holidays a year with city work- 
ers getting general election 
day and Admission day off, be- 
sides the ones granted workers 
in private industry .The po- 
lice don’t get the holidays off, 
but they get paid for them in- 
stead. 

The result of this combina- 
tion of tangible and intangible 
compensations for work well 
done is that the working force 
of the city is a pretty stable 
organization. With careful se- 

lection and good direction, it 
is an efficient one, too.

To Find New Revenue Sources 


With the city and county 
budgets climbing by the mil- 
lions each year the search for 
new revenues continues at 
fever pitch. 

The $70 million increase in 
assessments this year alone 
will prove beneficial to the 
county and the cities which 
use the county figures for 
their taxes. Redwood City is 
not one of these, as it does its 
own assessing—at double the 
valuations of the county. 

But increased valuations 
and new construction will not 
keep up with. the pace of 
spending, so it seems. Al- 
though the county has no legal 
limit it may reach for its tax 
rate, the public opinion and, 
we suppose, the board of su- 
pervisors’ reluctance to go 
overboard, does hold the rate 
within reason. 

All this leads up to talk of 
a county-wide sales tax. The 

latest bid for adoption of the 
one-cent tax comes from the 
County Manufacturers Associ- 
ation, which has asked for a 
study session with the super- 
visors to talk over the prob- 
lem.

Vandals Hit 
Creamery 
In Menlo Park 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that, 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


July 13, 1934 

Some time around three 
o'clock this morning some 
vandal went to work on Au- 
ten’s creamery window and 
spread a coat of quick-drying 
enemal on (tt. It took several 
hours to remove the white 
paint and then the heavy plate 
glass showed several deep 
scratches that it will be im- 
possible to get out. In addi- 
tion to putting the paint on 
the window a sign that Auten 
had on the front of the store 
was torn to ribbons and a bag 
of half brick was found in the 
doorway. 

A number of reasons were 
advanced for the crime, among 
them one laying the job to 
strikers. 

Auten said, “There was no 
reason for strikers or their 
sympathizers to do anything 
of the kind. I have not haul- 
ed any merchandise or beer 
from San Francisco or had any 
delivered from that point.” 

(San Francisco at the time 
was the scene of a general 
strike. Truck transportation 
to and from the city was for 
a time cut off.—ed.)

plained. Few of the firms 
are competitive in nature, it 
seems. Most of the sales are 
made outside of the county 
and there is a sales tax tack- 
ed on at the point of deliv- 
ery. 


The manufacturers want 
that sales tax money to stay 
in this county for worthwhile 
projects. 

Much of the big sales tax 
money in this and other coun- 
ties comes from the volume 
sales of manufacturers. These 
dollars instead of going to Los 
Angeles county, for example, 
would stay in San Mateo 
county. 

In case one might feel the 
manufacturers group is lead- 
ing a lost cause, remember 
that it was this organization 
that really proposed and push- 
ed for the county-wide flood 
control bill. 

Surveys apparently show 
that county merchants are not 
benefiting to the extent 
thought probable by being in 
an isolated sales tax free area. 
Anyone from Palo Alto or San 
Francisco, for instance, who 
comes here to save the extra 
one-cent tax on a car purchase 
still must dig up the same 
amount for his city. 


San Carlos and Menlo 
Park residents have to pay a 
sales tax to their cities for a 
purchase made in tax-free 
Redwood City. Who, then, 
suffers? The city without 
the sales tax. 


San Mateo county is the only 
only major county in the state 
that has not adopted the sales 
tax program. Seven small 
mountain counties have held 
out, but officials will point out 
that San Mateo county has not 
gained either from new indus- 
tries or from increased sales 
because of not collecting the 
extra penny on every dollar 
of sales. 

We don’t have any idea 
whether the supervisors will 
renege on their promise to 
wait for a majority of incorpo- 
rated cities to request the tax 
before making the program 
county wide and go along with 
the manufacturers. More and 
more of the cities are getting 
closed to needing (wanting) 
the tax. 

Just where would this new 
money go if the tax is adopt- 
ed? County Manager E. R. 
Stallings suggests it go into a 
fund for capital expenditures. 
He pointed to the terrific need 
for an enlarged street and 
highway (county) program, 
for instance. 


Funds for could be set 
aside for improving cross- 
county laterals whether 
those thoroughfares might 
be within the incorporated 
areas or elsewhere. The need 
for building funds gets more 
apparent each year. 


There is strong talk. new of 
a possible lease-purchase plan 
to construct the new $2%4-mil- 
lion administration building. 
Such a program would be far 
more costly than the pay-as- 
you-go plan that has been fol- 
lowed for so long and been so 
successful. Sales tax funds 
could provide the money to 
pay off the long-term  pur- 
chase. We have hopes, how- 
ever, that the project can, be 
stalled until tax funds can be 
raised as in the past, saving 
thousands and thousands of 
dollars in interest. 

The old story of allocating 
sales tax monies to reduce 
property levies has _ little 
merit.

A hedge, whatever its 
height, has one basic function | 
—that of forming a boundary. 
Whether it’s a six inch edging | 
to a flower bed or a six foot)

There is considerable differ- | 
ence, however, in the garden-| 
er’s individual demands from 
a hedge.
